DEFINITIONS 
1. In this Order, 


“Central Huron” means The Corporation of the Municipality of 
Central Huron; 


“County” means The Corporation of the County of Huron; and 
“Goderich” means The Corporation of the Town of Goderich. 


ANNEXATION 


2. (1) On January 1, 2014, the area described in the Schedule is annexed 
to Goderich. Z 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), all real property of Central Huron 
including any highway, strect fixture, waterline, easement and 
restrictive covenant running with the annexed land vests in 
Goderich on January 1, 2014. 


(3) All assets and liabilities of Central Huron or the County that are 
located in the annexed area remain the assets and liabilities of 
Central Huron or the County, respectively. 


ASSESSMENT 


3. For the purpose of the assessment roll to be prepared for Goderich for 
taxation in the year that the annexation under section 2 takes effect, the 
annexcd arca shall be deemed to be part of Goderich and the annexed 
arca shall be assessed on the same basis that the assessment roll for 
Goderich is prepared. 


TAXES, ETC 


4. (1) All real property taxes, special rates or charges levied under any 
gencral or special Act in the annexed area which are duc and 
unpaid on December 31, 2013, shall be deemed on January 1, 2014 
to be taxes due and payable to Goderich and may be collected by 
Goderich. 


(2) The clerk of Central Huron shall prepare and furnish forthwith

MUNICIPAL BY-LAWS 


5. (1) On January 1, 2014, the following by-laws of Central Huron are 
deemed to be by-laws of Goderich and shall remain in force in 
the annexed area until they expire or are repealed or amended to 
provide otherwise: 


(a) by-laws passed under section 34 or 41 of the Planning Act or a 
predecessor of those sections; 


(b) by-laws passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the Municipal 
Act, 2001 or a predecessor of those Acts to regulate the usc 
of highways by vehicles and pedestrians and to regulate the 
encroachment or projection of buildings upon or over highways;

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6. District 5, composed of the geographic areas of Brant, Elgin, Haldimand and Norfolk. 


(2) A producer whose place of production is located in a district mentioned in subsection (1) is eligible to vote in respect 
of that district. 


(3) Ifa producer produces tender fruit in more than one district, the following rules apply:

i. the cost attributable to a tire in each tire class, as determined for the base fee period beginning on May 1, 2014, 
and 


ii. the cost attributable to a tire in the same tire class, as determined for the previous base fee period and set out in 
the document entitled “TSF Tire Categories and Definitions”, dated April 2013 and published on the website of 
Ontario Tire Stewardship on April 19, 2013. 


If a cost described in subparagraph | ii is equal to or higher than the corresponding one described in subparagraph 1 i, 
Ontario Tire Stewardship shall provide the written notice described in subsection (5) to each steward with respect to 
the relevant tire class. 


A steward who receives notice as described in paragraph 2 shall determine fees for the relevant tire class in respect of 
a calendar month in accordance with clauses (6) (a) and (b). 


. If a cost described in subparagraph | ii is lower than the corresponding one described in subparagraph | i, Ontario 


Tire Stewardship shall provide written notice of that lower cost to each steward with respect to the relevant tire class, 
instead of the notice described in subsection (5). 


. Asteward who receives notice as described in paragraph 4 shall determine fees for the relevant tire class in respect of 


a calendar month as follows, instead of in accordance with clauses (6) (a) and (b): 


i. the steward shall assign each tire that is supplied by the steward during the calendar month and meets the criteria

ii. the steward shall multiply the cost attributable to a tire in the relevant tire class (namely, the cost described in 
subparagraph | 11, of which the steward was given notice as described in paragraph 4) by the number of tires 
assigned to the tire class under subparagraph i. 


A steward shall determine the sum of all amounts determined under subparagraph 5 ii and all amounts determined 
under clause (6) (b). 


The fee required to be paid by a steward in respect of a calendar month is the sum determined under paragraph 6. 


The fees and other amounts required to be paid by a steward in respect of used tires and in respect of a calendar month 
shall not include anything other than, 


i. the fees determined in accordance with this Regulation, and 


il. any applicable interest or penalties charged in accordance with a rule made under clause 30 (1) (d) of the Act.

Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“General Regulation” means Regulation 909 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Acct. 


(2) Expressions used in this Regulation have the same meaning as in the General Regulation, unless the context requires 
otherwise. 


Prescribed pension plans 


2. The following pension plans are prescribed pension plans for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 80.1 (2) of the 
Act: 


1. Healthcare of Ontario Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 0346007. 

2. OMERS Primary Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 0345983. 

3. Ontario Public Service Employees’ Union Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 1012046. 

4. Public Service Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 0208777. 

5. VON Canada Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 0315937. 

6. Workplace Safety and Insurance Board Employees’ Pension Plan, registered under the Act as number 0579839. 
Effective date of transfer 


3. The effective date of a transfer of assets under section 80.1 of the Act cannot be earlier than the date on which section 
80.1 comes into force and cannot be later than June 30, 2015. 


Transfer agreements, additional requirements 


4. (1) A transfer agreement under section 80.1 of the Act must provide for the matters set out in this section, in addition 
to those required by subsection 80.1 (4) of the Act. 


(2) It must specify the effective date of the transfer of assets from the original pension plan to the successor pension plan. 


(3) It must specify the deadline for delivery of each eligible employee’s election to transfer the value of accrued pension 
benefits and ancillary benefits under the original pension plan to the successor pension plan. The deadline cannot be earlier 


than 90 days after the date on which the notice is sent to the eligible employee advising him or her of his or her right to make 
the election. 
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(4) It must set out any options available to an eligible employee to obtain additional service in the successor pension plan if, 
after the transfer, the amount transferred does not result in the same number of years of service being credited to the eligible 
employee under the successor pension plan as were credited to him or her under the original pension plan. 


(5) It must specify the deadline for electing an option referred to in subsection (4). The deadline cannot be earlier than 
90 days after the date on which the notice is sent to the eligible employee advising him or her of his or her right to make the 
election. 


Duty to transfer, additional criteria 


5. (1) The administrator of the original pension plan is required by subsection 80.1 (9) of the Act to transfer assets to the 
successor pension plan if the requirements set out in this section are satisfied, in addition to those set out in that subsection. 


(2) The election by eligible employees to transfer the value of their accrued pension benefits and ancillary benefits to the 
successor pension plan must have been made by the deadline specified in the transfer agreement. 


(3) Notice of the election by an eligible employee must be accompanied by one of the following statements if the effective 
date of the transfer of assets is on or after the due date of the first instalment of the eligible employee’s pension: 


1. A statement signed by the person who is the eligible employee’s spouse on the due date of the first instalment of 
the pension stating that the person consents to the transfer of the value of the accrued pension benefits and ancillary 
benefits of the eligible employee from the original pension plan to the successor pension plan. 


2. A statement signed by the eligible employee attesting to the fact that, on the due date of the first instalment of the 
pension, 


i. he or she did not have a spouse, 
li. he or she was living separate and apart from his or her spouse, or 


iii. a waiver under section 46 of the Act (waiver of joint and survivor pension benefit), delivered by the eligible 
employee and his or her spouse, was in effect. 


Related duties of administrators 


6. (1) The administrators of the original pension plan and the successor pension plan are required by subsection 79.2 (7) 
of the Act to comply with the requirements set out in this section with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80.1 of the 
Act. 


(2) If any eligible employees are represented by a trade union, the administrators must make reasonable efforts to notify 
the trade union that the administrators intend to enter into a transfer agreement under section 80.1 of the Act. 


(3) Within 30 days after the transfer agreement is signed, the administrators must file with the Superintendent a copy of 
the transfer agreement and a copy of any notice to be given to eligible employees under the transfer agreement. 


(4) Within 30 days after the transfer agreement is signed, the administrators must give a copy of the transfer agreement 
to the trade union, if any, together with any other documents filed in relation to the transfer agreement. However, this 
requirement does not apply if both of the administrators have posted the transfer agreement and the other documents on their 
websites. 


(5) Upon receipt of a written request, the administrators must give a copy of the transfer agreement to the advisory 
committee, if any, and to any eligible employee or to an agent of an eligible employee. 


(6) The administrators must give the notices described in section 8 to each eligible employee. 


(7) After the assets have been transferred, the administrators must file an actuarial cost certificate described in section 7 
with the Superintendent. It must be filed within a reasonable time after the transfer is complete and, in any event, it must be 
filed no later than June 30, 2015. 


(8) Upon receipt of a written request, the administrators must give a copy of the actuarial cost certificate to the trade union, 
if any, and to the advisory committee, if any. However, this requirement does not apply if both of the administrators have 
posted a copy of the actuarial cost certificate on their websites. 


(9) The administrators are not required to file a report or other document under section 3 of the General Regulation with 
respect to the transfer of assets. 


(10) The administrators are required to make a copy of the transfer agreement, and any other documents filed that relate 
to it, available for inspection without charge by the persons specified in subsection 29 (1) of the Act. 


Actuarial cost certificate 
7. (1) The actuarial cost certificate to be filed under subsection 6 (7) must set out the following information: 


1. The number of eligible employees who elected to transfer the value of their accrued pension benefits under the original 
pension plan to the successor pension plan. 
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2. The going concern assets, estimated going concern liabilities, solvency assets and estimated solvency liabilities related 
to the eligible employees who elected the transfer, each determined as of the effective date of the transfer. 


(2) The valuation date, for the purposes of the actuarial cost certificate, is the effective date of the transfer of assets. 
(3) Subsection 7.1 (2) of the General Regulation does not apply with respect to the actuarial cost certificate. 
Notice of right to elect to make transfer 


8. The administrators of the original pension plan and the successor pension plan must give each eligible employee a 
notice of his or her right to elect to transfer his or her pension benefit under the original pension plan to the successor pension 
plan, and the notice must contain the following information: 


1. A statement that the transfer cannot be made unless the eligible employee delivers an election in writing to the 
administrator of the successor pension plan, and such other documents as the administrator may require, by the 
deadlines specified in the notice. 


2. A statement that any transfer is subject to the Income Tax Act (Canada). 
Notice re benefits, etc., under original pension plan 


9. (1) The administrator of the original pension plan must give each eligible employee a notice containing the following 
information: 


1. The name of the original pension plan and its provincial registration number. 
2. The eligible employee’s name and date of birth. 


3. The number of years of service credited under the pension plan for the purpose of calculating his or her pension 
benefit. 


4. The value of the accrued pension benefits under the pension plan and the ancillary benefits for which he or she has met 
the eligibility requirements. The value is as determined under the transfer agreement. 


5. The accumulated amount of his or her contributions to the pension fund, including interest credited to the contributions. 
6. If the eligible employee is a member or former member of the pension plan when the notice is given, 
i. his or her normal retirement date and the amount of the pension that would be payable at that date, and 


il. the earliest date on which he or she would be eligible to receive an unreduced pension under the original pension 
plan and the amount of the pension that would be payable at that date. 


7. If the eligible employee is a retired member of the pension plan when the notice is given, 
i. the annual amount of the pension payable to him or her, 


ii. the name of his or her spouse, if any, as indicated on the records of the administrator and the type of joint and 
survivor pension selected when the eligible employee became a retired member. 


8. The name of any person designated by the eligible employee as a beneficiary for the purposes of the pre-retirement 
death benefit under section 48 of the Act. 


9. If applicable, the formula for computing the eligible employee’s pension benefit under the original pension plan. 
10. A description of any indexation provisions applicable to the pension benefit. 


11. Particulars of any integration of the eligible employee’s pension entitlement with pensions payable under the Canada 
Pension Plan or the Old Age Security Act (Canada) and the effect of such integration. 


12. Particulars of any benefit payable in the event of the eligible employee’s death, other than those required under section 
44 or 48 of the Act. 


13. Particulars of any benefit payable in the event of the termination of the eligible employee’s employment. 
14. Particulars of any bridging benefit or special allowance and the date on which it ceases to be paid. 


15. The information described in subsection (2) or (3), as applicable, with respect to the potential impact of the transfer 
to the successor pension plan, as it might affect other benefits (i.e., benefits other than pension benefits and ancillary 
benefits) of the eligible employee that were provided by the original employer. 


(2) The notice given by the administrator of the Ontario Public Service Employees’ Union Pension Plan or the Public 
Service Pension Plan must describe the potential impact of the transfer of assets from the original pension plan to the 
successor pension plan, as it might affect other benefits (i.e., benefits other than pension benefits and ancillary benefits) of the 
eligible employee that were provided by the original employer. 
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(3) The notice given by the administrator of the Healthcare of Ontario Pension Plan, the OMERS Primary Pension Plan, 
the VON Canada Pension Plan or the Workplace Safety and Insurance Board Employees’ Pension Plan must indicate that 
the transfer of assets from the original pension plan to the successor pension plan may have an impact on other benefits 
(i.e., benefits other than pension benefits and ancillary benefits) of the eligible employee that were provided by the original 
employer. 


Notice re benefits, etc., under successor pension plan 


10. The administrator of the successor pension plan must give each eligible employee a notice containing the following 
information: 


1. The name of the successor pension plan and its provincial registration number. 
. The eligible employee’s name and date of birth. 


. The accumulated amount of his or her contributions to the pension fund, including interest credited to the contributions.

13. Particulars of any benefit payable in the event of the eligible employee’s death, other than those required under section 
44 or 48 of the Act, and a statement indicating that, once the assets are transferred to the successor pension plan, any 
designation of a beneficiary that was made under section 48 of the Act with respect to membership in the original 
pension plan is revoked. 


14. Particulars of any benefit payable in the event of the termination of the eligible employee’s employment. 
15. Particulars of any bridging benefit or special allowance and the date on which it ceases. 


Revocation 


11. This Regulation is revoked on July 1, 2015.

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PART I 
GENERAL 


Application of Regulation 


1. This Regulation applies with respect to every transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act from an original 
pension plan to a successor pension plan. 


Interpretation 


2. (1) Expressions used in this Regulation have the same meaning as in the General Regulation, unless the context requires 
otherwise. 


(2) In this Regulation, 

“General Regulation” means Regulation 909 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act; 
(“réglement général”) 

“Schedule” means Schedule to this Regulation; (“annexe”) 


“solvency ratio” means, in relation to a pension plan, the ratio of Y to Z where “Y” is the sum of the total amount of the 
solvency assets of the pension plan plus the total amount of any letters of credit held in trust for the pension plan and “Z” 
is the total amount of the solvency liabilities of the pension plan. (“ratio de solvabilité”) 


Effective date of transfer under s. 80 of the Act 


3. The effective date of a transfer of assets under section 80 of the Act from the original pension plan to the successor 
pension plan is the effective date of the sale, assignment or disposition of all or part of the original employer’s business or all 
or part of the assets of the business to the successor employer. 


Effective date of transfer under s. 81 of the Act 


4. The effective date of a transfer of assets under section 81 of the Act from the original pension plan to the successor 
pension plan is the effective date of the amendment to the original pension plan or the successor pension plan, as the case 
may be, that purports to give effect to the transfer. 


Applying for Superintendent’s consent to transfer of assets 


5. (1) An application under subsection 80 (11) of the Act for the Superintendent’s consent to a transfer of assets under 
section 80 of the Act must include the information required by Schedule 1. 


(2) An application under subsection 81 (5) of the Act for the Superintendent’s consent to a transfer of assets under section 
81 of the Act must include the information required by Schedule 2. 


(3) The application must be filed within nine months after the effective date of the transfer. 


(4) An application under subsection 80 (11) or 81 (5) of the Act is a prescribed document for the purposes of paragraph | 
of subsection 105 (2) of the Act (extension of time). 


(5) A copy of the application, and a copy of the documents filed in support of the application (including any subsequent 
revisions and any subsequent valuation reports), must be provided to each trade union that represents members and former 
members of the original pension plan or the successor pension plan and to each advisory committee established under section 
24 of the Act for either pension plan. 


(6) Personal information about an individual must be excluded from the copies of the application and documents provided 
to a trade union or advisory committee under subsection (5), unless the individual has given his or her prior consent to the 
disclosure of the information. 


Notice re completion of transfer 


6. Within 60 days after a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act has been completed, the administrators of the 
original pension plan and the successor pension plan shall file the following documents: 


1. A statement certifying that the transfer of assets has been made in accordance with the Act and regulations. 


2. For a transfer of assets in respect of defined benefits, an actuarial cost certificate that satisfies the requirements of 
section 7.1 of the General Regulation and indicates the amount of assets transferred from the original pension plan to 
the successor pension plan. 


3. For a transfer of assets in respect of defined contribution benefits, a statement that indicates the amount of assets 
transferred from the original pension plan to the successor pension plan. The statement must be prepared by a person 
who is authorized under subsection 15 (2) of the General Regulation to prepare reports and certificates with respect to 
the defined contribution benefits. 
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Criterion re commuted value of benefits 


7. (1) The commuted value of benefits referred to in paragraph 4 of subsection 80 (13) of the Act and in paragraph 2 of 
subsection 81 (6) of the Act must be determined in accordance with actuarial methods and assumptions that are consistent 
with section 3500 (“Pension Commuted Values”) of the Standards of Practice of the Actuarial Standards Board, published 
by the Canadian Institute of Actuaries, as that section read upon being revised on June 3, 2010. 


(2) The commuted value of a transferred member’s benefits must be determined as if his or her employment had terminated 
on the effective date of the transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act and as if an activating event described in 
subsection 74 (1) of the Act had occurred on that date. 


PART II 
TRANSFER OF DEFINED BENEFITS 


APPLICATION 
Application of Part 


8. This Part applies with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act if both the original pension plan 
and the successor pension plan provide defined benefits and if the transfer of assets is in respect of defined benefits. 


FUNDING REQUIREMENTS 
Amount of assets to be transferred 


9. (1) The amount of assets to be transferred under section 80 or 81 of the Act from the original pension plan to the 
successor pension plan with respect to defined benefits is the amount calculated using the formula, 


CE Os 

in which 

“X” is the amount calculated under subsection (2), 

“Y” is the amount calculated under subsection (3), and 

“Z” is the amount described in subsection (4). 

(2) In the formula in subsection (1), “X” is the amount calculated as of the effective date of the transfer using the formula, 
(A x B/C)—-D 

in which, 


“A” is the sum of the total amount of the solvency assets of the original pension plan and the total amount of all letters of 
credit held in trust under section 55.2 of the Act for the original pension plan, 


“B” is the total amount of the solvency liabilities to be transferred from the original pension plan to the successor pension 
plan, 


“C” is the total amount of the solvency liabilities of the original pension plan before the transfer of assets, and 


“D” is the total amount to be paid into prescribed retirement savings arrangements under subsection 79.2 (8) of the Act and 
paid to individuals under subsection 79.2 (9) of the Act to satisfy the criteria set out in paragraph 4 of subsection 80 
(13) of the Act or in paragraph 2 of subsection 81 (6) of the Act, as the case may be. 


(3) In the formula in subsection (1), “Y” is the amount calculated using the formula, 
Ex B/C 
in which, 
“B” has the same meaning as in subsection (2), 
“C” has the same meaning as in subsection (2), and 


“E” 1s the amount of special payments made into the original pension plan from the effective date of the transfer of assets 
to the date on which the assets are transferred. 


(4) In the formula in subsection (1), “Z” is the amount of payments made, on or after the effective date of the transfer of 
assets to the date on which the assets are transferred, under the original pension plan in respect of members, former members, 
retired members or other persons entitled to benefits who, as of the effective date of the transfer of assets, are transferred 
members, former members, retired members or other persons entitled to benefits under the successor pension plan. 
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Requirements re solvency ratio 


10. (1) A transfer of assets under section 80 of the Act with respect to defined benefits is not authorized unless, after the 
transfer, at least one of the following conditions would be satisfied: 


1. The solvency ratio of the successor pension plan is at least 0.85. 

2. The solvency ratio of the successor pension plan is, 
i. no more than 0.05 below the solvency ratio of the original pension plan before the transfer, and 
ii. no more than 0.05 below the solvency ratio of the successor pension plan before the transfer. 


(2) A transfer of assets under section 81 of the Act with respect to defined benefits is not authorized unless, after the 
transfer, at least one of the following conditions would be satisfied: 


1. The solvency ratio of the successor pension plan is at least 1.0. 
2. The solvency ratio of the successor pension plan is, 
i. no more than 0.05 below the solvency ratio of the original pension plan before the transfer, and 
ii. no more than 0.05 below the solvency ratio of the successor pension plan before the transfer. 
Special payments 


11. (1) Ifa transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act results in a new going concern unfunded liability or a new 
solvency deficiency for the successor pension plan, special payments to liquidate the new going concern unfunded liability 
or new solvency deficiency must be made in accordance with section 5 of the General Regulation. 


(2) For a transfer of assets under section 80 of the Act, the obligation of the original employer to make special payments 
under the original pension plan continues until the transfer of assets is completed. 


(3) Fora transfer of assets under section 81 of the Act, the obligation of the employer to make special payments under the 
original pension plan continues until the transfer of assets is completed. 


Certain reports under General Regulation 


12. (1) This section applies with respect to a report filed under section 3, 4 or 14 of the General Regulation about the 
original pension plan or the successor pension plan, if the valuation date for the report falls after the effective date of the 
transfer but before the date on which the Superintendent consents to the transfer and the assets are transferred to the successor 
pension plan. 


(2) The report must disclose, on the basis of a going concern valuation and on the basis of a solvency valuation, the amount 
of the assets and liabilities to be transferred to the successor pension plan with respect to the transferred members, former 
members, retired members and any other persons whose pension benefits and ancillary benefits are being transferred to the 
successor pension plan. 

RESTRICTIONS ON TRANSFERS 


Restriction re reduction in accrued benefits 


13. A transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act with respect to defined benefits is not authorized if the successor 
pension plan is permitted, under the Act or under the terms of the pension plan, to reduce accrued pension benefits or accrued 
ancillary benefits in circumstances in which the original pension plan would not be permitted to reduce them. 


Requirement re accrued pension benefits 


14. For a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act with respect to defined benefits, the amount of a transferred 
member’s accrued pension benefits under the successor pension plan (calculated without taking into account ancillary 
benefits) must equal at least 85 per cent of the amount of his or her accrued pension benefits under the original pension plan 
(calculated without taking into account ancillary benefits) as of the effective date of the transfer. 


Deadline for transferring assets 


15. A transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act must be completed within 120 days after the date on which the 
Superintendent consents to the transfer. 


NOTICES TO TRANSFERRED MEMBERS AND OTHERS 


Standard notices about a transfer of assets 


16. (1) This section applies with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act with respect to defined 
benefits provided under the original pension plan. 


(2) The notices required by this section must be given within six months after the effective date of the transfer. 
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(3) The following notices must be given to transferred members, former members, retired members and other persons 
entitled to benefits under the pension plan, as indicated: 


1. The standard notice from the administrator of the original pension plan to each transferred member, containing the 
information required by Schedule 3. 


2. The standard notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan to each transferred member, containing the 
information required by Schedule 4. 


3. The standard notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan to each transferred former member, retired 
member and other person entitled to benefits under the pension plan, containing the information required by Schedule 
5 


(4) The following notices must be given to each trade union that represents members, former members and retired members 
and to each advisory committee established under section 24 of the Act: 


1. The standard notice from the administrator of the original pension plan, containing the information required by 
Schedule 6. 


2. The standard notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan, containing the information required by 
Schedule 7. 


(5) After a notice required by subsection (4) is delivered to the trade union or advisory committee, if there is a substantial 
change in any information contained in the notice, the administrator must give an updated notice to the trade union or 
advisory committee within a reasonable time after the administrator becomes aware of the change. 


(6) The notices required by this section may be provided separately or jointly by the administrators of the original pension 
plan and the successor pension plan. 


Special notices where individual’s consent to transfer is required 


17. (1) This section applies with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80 of the Act with respect to defined benefits 
provided under the original pension plan if the employers’ agreement to transfer assets provides for the consent of any 
transferred member, former member, retired member or any other person to the transfer of assets in respect of his or her 
pension benefits and ancillary benefits. 


(2) The following notices must be given to each transferred member, in addition to the notices required by subsection 16 


(3): 


1. The special notice described in subsection (4) about the transferred member’s right to elect to transfer his or her 
benefits to the successor pension plan. 


2. The special notice from the administrator of the original pension plan containing the information required by Schedule 
8. 


3. The special notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan containing the information required by 
Schedule 9. 


(3) The following notices must be given to each transferred former member, retired member or other person entitled to 
benefits under the original pension plan, in addition to the notices required by subsection 16 (3): 


1. The special notice described in subsection (4) about his or her right to elect to transfer his or her benefits to the 
successor pension plan. 


2. The special notice from the administrator of the original pension plan containing the information required by Schedule 
10. 


3. The special notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan containing the information required by 
Schedule 11. 


(4) The special notice about an individual’s right to elect to transfer benefits to the successor pension plan must be given 
by the administrators of the original pension plan and the successor pension plan and must contain the following information: 


1. Astatement that the transfer cannot be made unless the transferred member, former member, retired member or other 
person, as the case may be, consents to the transfer and delivers an election in writing to the administrator of the 
original pension plan, and such other documents as the administrator may require, by the deadline specified in the 
notice. The deadline cannot be earlier than 90 days after the date on which the administrator sends the special notice 
to the individual. 


2. A statement that any transfer is subject to the Income Tax Act (Canada). 


(5) The notices required by this section may be provided separately or jointly by the administrators of the original pension 
plan and the successor pension plan, but must be provided in a manner that enables the affected individuals to compare their 
options.

(2) Section 22.2 of the General Regulation applies, with necessary modifications, with respect to a payment to an individual 
under subsection 79.2 (9) of the Act.

TRANSFER OF DEFINED CONTRIBUTION BENEFITS 
Application of Part 


19. This Part applies with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act if both the original pension 
plan and the successor pension plan provide defined contribution benefits and if the transfer of assets is in respect of defined 
contribution benefits. 


Amount in individual accounts 


20. A transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act with respect to defined contribution benefits provided under the 
original pension plan is not authorized unless, after the transfer, the amount in each individual account under the successor 
pension plan is no less than the amount, before the transfer, in each individual account under the original pension plan for 
each transferred member, former member or other person entitled to benefits under the original pension plan. 


Standard notices about a transfer of assets 


21. (1) This section applies with respect to a transfer of assets under section 80 or 81 of the Act with respect to defined 
contribution benefits provided under the original pension plan. 


(2) The notices required by this section must be given within six months after the effective date of the transfer. 


(3) The following notices must be given to transferred members, former members and other persons entitled to benefits 
under the pension plan, as indicated: 


1. The standard notice from the administrator of the original pension plan to each transferred member, containing the 
information required by Schedule 3. 


2. The standard notice from the administrator of the successor pension plan to each transferred member, containing the 
information required by Schedule 4.

(3) The following notices must be given to every former member and other person entitled to benefits under the original 
pension plan, in addition to the notices required by subsection 21 (3):

(4) The special notice about an individual’s right to elect to transfer benefits to the successor pension plan must be given 
by the administrators of the original pension plan and the successor pension plan and must contain the following information:

PART IV 
COMMENCEMENT 


Commencement 
23. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the following days: 
1. The day section 68 of the Pension Benefits Amendment Act, 2010 comes into force. 
2. The day this Regulation is filed. 


SCHEDULE 1 
APPLICATION FOR SUPERINTENDENT’S CONSENT TO TRANSFER UNDER SECTION 80 OF THE ACT 
DEFINED BENEFITS 


1. (1) The following information must, under section 5 of this Regulation, be included in an application for the 
Superintendent’s consent to a transfer of assets under section 80 of the Act with respect to defined benefits provided under 
the original pension plan: 


1. The employers’ agreement and any amendments to it. 


2. Certified copies of the notices sent to transferred members and, if applicable, to former members, retired members and 
other persons entitled to benefits under the pension plan, the notice sent to any trade union and the notice sent to any 
advisory committee, and a statement indicating the date on which the notices were sent. 


3. Any amendments to the original pension plan or the successor pension plan relating to the transfer of assets. 


4. Subject to subsection (2), a report about the original pension plan, prepared as of the effective date of the transfer of 
assets, containing the information that would be required in a report filed under section 14 of the General Regulation 
as well as the following information: 


1. The portion of the going concern liabilities and the solvency liabilities that relate to the pension benefits and 
ancillary benefits for which responsibility is to be transferred to the successor pension plan. 


ii. The amount of the going concern liabilities, going concern assets, solvency liabilities, solvency assets, solvency 
ratio and the transfer ratio of the original pension plan before and after the proposed transfer. 


ili. The amount of the required contributions to the original pension plan before and after the proposed transfer. 
iv. The amount of the assets to be transferred from the original pension plan to the successor pension plan. 


v. The total amount, if any, to be paid under subsection 79.2 (8) of the Act into prescribed retirement savings 
arrangements and to be paid under subsection 79.2 (9) of the Act as lump sums to individuals. 


The report must be prepared by a person who would be authorized under section 15 of the General Regulation to 
prepare a report under section 14 of the General Regulation about the pension plan. 


5. A report about the successor pension plan, prepared as of the effective date of the transfer of assets, containing the 
information that would be required in a report filed under section 14 of the General Regulation as well as the following 
information:

1. Subsection 1 (2) of Ontario Regulation 429/04 is amended by adding “except where the contrary is indicated in 
section 16” at the end. 


2. (1) Section 16 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 
(1.1) In this section, 
“low-volume consumer” means a low-volume consumer as defined in section 56 of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998. 


(2) Subsection 16 (4) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “Class B consumers” in the portion before 
paragraph I and substituting “Class B consumers who are not low-volume consumers”. 


(3) Section 16 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(4.1) Every licensed distributor shall make adjustments with respect to its Class B consumers who are low-volume 
consumers in accordance with the following rules: 


1. For each Class B low-volume consumer, the licensed distributor shall make adjustments in accordance with the 
rules set out in subsection (4), except that, wherever those rules require the licensed distributor to use the volume of 
electricity in determining the amount of the adjustment, the licensed distributor shall use the volume of electricity 
exclusive of the volume for total losses, as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that is attributed to the consumer. 


2. For each Class B low-volume consumer, the licensed distributor shall make separate adjustments in accordance with 
subsection (4.2) regarding the volume of total losses, as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that is attributed to the 
consumer. 


(4.2) Every licensed distributor shall make separate adjustments described in paragraph 2 of subsection (4.1) with respect 
to its Class B consumers who are low-volume consumers in accordance with the following rules: 


|. For each Class B low-volume consumer whose electricity use is measured by an interval meter and who is neither 
a regulated consumer nor a consumer who has a contract with a retailer who uses retailer-consolidated billing, the 
licensed distributor shall,

by giving a credit for the amount determined under subparagraph ii if the amount is negative or by adding the 
amount determined under subparagraph ii as an additional charge if the amount is positive. 


2. For each Class B low-volume consumer whose electricity use is not measured by an interval meter and who is neither 
a regulated consumer nor a consumer who has a contract with a retailer who uses retailer-consolidated billing, the 
licensed distributor shall, 


i. multiply the weighted average rate determined for the billing period under subparagraph 2 i of subsection (4) 
by the volume of total losses, as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that is attributed to the consumer for the 
billing period, and 


il. adjust the invoice that the licensed distributor issues to the Class B low-volume consumer for the billing period 
by giving a credit for the amount determined under subparagraph i if the amount is negative or by adding the 
amount determined under subparagraph i as an additional charge if the amount is positive. 


3. For each Class B low-volume consumer whose electricity use is measured by an interval meter and who has a contract 
with a retailer who uses retailer-consolidated billing, the licensed distributor shall, 
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i. for each month in the Class B low-volume consumer’s billing period, multiply the specified Class B rate for that 
month by the volume of total losses, as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that is attributed to the consumer

iii. adjust the accounts between the licensed distributor and the retailer with whom the Class B low-volume consumer 
has a contract by giving a credit for the amount determined under subparagraph ii if the amount is negative or by 
adding the amount determined under subparagraph ii as an additional charge if the amount is positive. 


4. For each Class B low-volume consumer whose electricity use is not measured by an interval meter and who has a 
contract with a retailer who uses retailer-consolidated billing, the licensed distributor shall, 


i. multiply the weighted average rate determined for the billing period under subparagraph 4 i of subsection (4) 
by the volume of total losses, as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that is attributed to the consumer for the 
billing period, and 


ii. adjust the accounts between the licensed distributor and the retailer with whom the Class B low-volume consumer 
has a contract by giving a credit for the amount determined under subparagraph i if the amount is negative or by 
adding the amount determined under subparagraph i as an additional charge if the amount is positive. 


(4) Subsection 16 (5) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “with respect to a Class B consumer who is not 
a regulated consumer” in the portion before clause (a) and substituting “with respect to a Class B consumer who is 
neither a low-volume consumer nor a regulated consumer”. 


(5) Section 16 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(5.1) If, under subsections (4.1) and (4.2), a licensed distributor adjusts the accounts between the licensed distributor and a 
retailer with respect to a Class B consumer who is a low-volume consumer and is not a regulated consumer, the retailer shall 
adjust the invoice that the retailer issues to the consumer by, 


(a) giving a credit equal to the total of the adjustment made under paragraph | of subsection (4.1) and the adjustment made 
under paragraph 2 of subsection (4.1), if the licensed distributor gave a credit under subsections (4.1) and (4.2) with 
respect to the Class B low-volume consumer; or 


(b) adding an additional charge equal to the total of the adjustment made under paragraph | of subsection (4.1) and the 
adjustment made under paragraph 2 of subsection (4.1), if the licensed distributor added additional charges under 
subsections (4.1) and (4.2) with respect to the Class B low-volume consumer. 


(6) Subsection 16 (6) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “Class B consumer” in the portion before clause 
(a) and substituting “Class B consumer who is not a low-volume consumer”. 


(7) Subsection 16 (7) is revoked and the following substituted: 


(7) If, under subsections (4.1) and (4.2) or under subsection (5.1), an invoice issued to a Class B consumer who is a low- 
volume consumer is adjusted to give a credit or add an additional charge, the licensed distributor or retailer who issues the 
invoice to the consumer shall ensure that the invoice, in addition to meeting the requirements of Ontario Regulation 275/04 
(Information on Invoices to Low- Volume Consumers of Electricity) made under the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998, meets 
the following requirements: 


1. Anadditional sub-heading entitled “Global Adjustment” shall be added to the invoice after the sub-heading “Electricity” 
referred to in subsection | (2) of Ontario Regulation 275/04 but before the sub-heading “Delivery” referred to in that 
subsection. 


2. Under the sub-heading “Global Adjustment”, the invoice must clearly indicate, 
i. the amount of the credit or additional charge, 


ii. the volume of electricity, exclusive of the volume for total losses as defined in the Retail Settlement Code, that 
was used to calculate the amount of the credit or additional charge, and 


iii. the rate, in cents per kilowatt hour, by which the volume of electricity referred to in subparagraph 1i would have 
to be multiplied to give the amount of the credit or additional charge. 


3. The total cost of the delivery charges that are indicated under the sub-heading “Delivery” on the invoice under section 
3 of Ontario Regulation 275/04 shall include the separate adjustment made for volume of total losses, as defined in the 
Retail Settlement Code, in accordance with subsection (4.2) of this section. 


4. The glossary of terms and their meanings that is required to be included on or with the invoice under section 10 of 
Ontario Regulation 275/04 shall include the following additional term and its meaning:

This includes values relating to the income 
tax effects of timing differences and the revenue requirement impact of accounting and tax policy decisions 
reflected in those financial statements.

for Ontario’s Credit Unions and Caisses Populaires 








Published in The Ontario Gazette December 21, 2013 


The Credit Union and Caisses Populaires Act, 1994 and Ontario Regulation 237/09 incorporates by reference 
this Capital Adequacy Guideline for Ontario's Credit Unions and Caisses Populaires. Compliance to this 
Guideline is therefore required in the same manner as compliance to the incorporating Act and Regulation. 
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Total Assets — other amounts to be deducted [s. 16(1)] 


Under the Regulation, the total assets of a credit union is calculated by adding all of the credit union’s assets 
and then subtracting the amounts listed in the Regulation including the amounts set out in this Guideline. 
Amounts to be deducted from total assets are: 


¢ After-tax fair value gains (losses) on own-use property on conversion to the International Financial 
Reporting Standards (IFRS), where the cost model is used: 


* Accumulated net after-tax revaluation loss on own-use property accounted for using the revaluation 
model; and 


* The amount of any defined benefit pension fund that is an asset on the balance sheet of the credit 
union or league. 


Total Assets—Equity Method of Accounting [s.16 (2) 3] 


Under the Regulation, a credit union must calculate an investment in the shares of a subsidiary using the 
equity method of accounting described in this Guideline. 


Under the equity method of accounting, the credit union initially records its investment in the subsidiary 
at the original cost of the investment. The recorded value of the investment is then adjusted to include the 
credit union’s pro-rata share of the net income earned (or loss incurred) by the subsidiary since the date of 
the acquisition, less the amortization of goodwill and dividends received from the subsidiary. 


Credit unions with investments in subsidiaries are required to ensure that all asset and liability values of 
subsidiaries are determined in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for each reporting 
period and that any impairment in values is properly reflected in investment carrying values.

Tier 2 Capital [s. 17(3) 6] 


The Regulation provides that the calculation of Tier 2 Capital is to include any other amount set out in this 
Guideline. The following amount is to be deducted from Tier 2 Capital: 


* Accumulated actuarial losses for any defined benefit pension fund liability included on the balance 
sheet of the credit union or league where the losses have been accounted for through accumulated 
other comprehensive income (AOCI) and have not been deducted from retained earnings. 
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Value attributed to off balance sheet exposures [18(3) 6, 18(4) 3, 18(5) 4, and 18(6) 5] 


In order to determine the value attributed to any off balance sheet exposure relating to assets listed in each 
of the risk weight categories in subsections 18(3) to 18(6), the face amount (notional principal amount) 
of the exposure must be first multiplied by an appropriate credit conversion factor. The credit conversion 
factors are listed below. 


100% Conversion factor 
¢ Direct credit substitutes, as described in Appendix | to this Guideline 
* Acquisitions of risk participation in bankers’ acceptances and participation in direct credit substitutes 
(for example, standby letters of credit) 
¢ Sale and repurchase agreements 
¢ Forward asset purchases, as described in Appendix 1 to this Guideline 


50% Conversion factor 
¢ Transaction-related contingencies as described in Appendix 1 to this Guideline 
* Commitments, as described in Appendix 1 to this Guideline, with an original maturity exceeding one 
year, including underwriting commitments and commercial credit lines 
* Open-ended commitments that are cancellable by the credit union at any time subject to a notice period 


20% Conversion factor 
° Trade-related contingencies, as described in Appendix | to this Guideline 
* Commitments, as described in Appendix 1 to this Guideline, with an original maturity of one year or less 


0% Conversion factor 
* Commitments, as described in Appendix | to this Guideline, that are unconditionally cancellable at 
any time by the credit union without prior notice or that effectively provide for automatic cancellation 
due to deterioration in the borrower’s creditworthiness. This includes undated or open-ended 
commitments, such as unused credit card lines, personal lines of credit, and overdraft protection for 
personal chequing accounts that are unconditionally cancellable at any time. 


Example: 


A credit union has an off-balance sheet exposure consisting of a commitment expiring in less than one year 
of a $500,000 agricultural loan. 


Since a 20% conversion factor applies to commitments with an original maturity of one year or less, the 
value of this off-balance sheet exposure is determined by multiplying the face value of the commitment by 
a 20% conversion factor.

Credit ratings for commercial loans and securities [18(7)| 


The Regulation provides that commercial loans are risk-weighted at 100 per cent or must be risk weighted 
in accordance with this Guideline if the person to whom the commercial loan is made has a credit rating 
described in this Guideline. 


The following table sets out the risk weighting for a commercial loan made to a person who has received the 
indicated credit rating by an external credit rating agency. Credit unions should use the same rating agency 
for both risk weighting and risk management purposes. If a credit union chooses two ratings agencies 
whose rating corresponds to different risk weights, the higher risk weight should be applied.

Privately insured residential mortgages [18(8)]

Table 1 also sets out equivalent ratings to the Dominion Bond Rating Service (DBRS) for the purposes of 
20(4) 4(ii) of the Regulation. 
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Appendix | 
Further clarification on commitments etc. 


1. Direct credit substitutes 


Direct credit substitutes include guarantees or equivalent instruments backing financial claims. With a 
direct credit substitute, the risk of loss to the credit union is directly dependent on the creditworthiness of 
the counterparty. 


Direct credit substitutes include guarantees or obligations of the member and include: 


* Guarantees given by the credit union on behalf of members to satisfy a member’s financial obligations 
should the member fail to do so, such as: 


* payment for existing indebtedness for services 

* payment with respect to a purchase agreement 

¢ lease, loan or mortgage payments 

* payment of uncertified cheques 

* remittance of (sales) tax to the government 

* payment of existing indebtedness for merchandise purchased 
* payment of an unfunded pension liability 

* reinsurance of financial obligations, 


* Standby letters of credit or other equivalent irrevocable obligations, serving as financial guarantees 
for, or supporting, loans and securities 

* Risk participation in bankers’ acceptances and risk participation in financial letters of credit. Risk 
participation constitutes guarantees by the participating institutions such that, if there is a default by 
the underlying obligor, they will indemnify the selling institution for the full principal and interest 
attributable to them 


2. Forward Asset Purchases 


A forward asset purchase is a commitment to purchase a loan, security, or other asset at a specified future 
date, usually on prearranged terms, and includes financing facilities with certain draw-down. 


3. Transaction-related contingencies 


Transaction-related contingencies (for example, bid bonds, performance bonds, warranties, and standby 
letters of credit related to a particular transaction) relate to the ongoing business activities of a counterparty, 
where the risk of loss to the reporting institution depends on the likelihood of a future event that is 
independent of the creditworthiness of the counterparty. Essentially, transaction-related contingencies are 
guarantees that support particular performance of non-financial or commercial contracts or undertakings, 
rather than supporting customers’ general financial obligations. Performance-related guarantees specifically 
exclude items relating to non-performance of financial obligations. 
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4. Commitments 


A commitment involves an obligation (with or without a material adverse change or similar clause) of a 
credit union to fund its member in the normal course of business should the member seek to draw down 
the commitment. Normally, commitments involve a written contract or agreement and a commitment fee or 
some other form of consideration. 


When determining the maturity of the commitment, the term should be measured from the date when the 
commitment was accepted by the customer until the earliest date on which the commitment is scheduled to 
expire or the credit union can at its option, unconditionally cancel the commitment. 


5. Trade-related contingencies 


These include short-term, self-liquidating trade-related items such as commercial and documentary letters 
of credit issued by the credit union that are, or are to be, collateralized by the underlying shipment. Letters 
of credit issued on behalf of counterparty with letters of credit of which the counterparty is a beneficiary 
(“back-to-back” letters) should be reported as documentary letters of credit. Letters of credit advised by the 
credit union for which the credit union is acting as reimbursement agent should not be considered as a risk 
asset.

ii. disinfected by a process that removes or inactivates pathogens such as viruses, bacteria and protozoa in water. 
2. Any fish that are cultured in the aquarium and subsequently die shall not be deposited into natural waters.

. For all valuation reports with a valuation date on or after August 31, 2011 and before December 31, 2015, the 


sufficiency of the required contributions is determined on the basis of a going concern valuation, despite subsection 6 
(4.1) of the General Regulation. 


. The period beginning on August 31, 2011 and ending on December 30, 2015 is deemed for the purposes of subsection 


7 (3) of the General Regulation to remain a period for which special payments are required to be made under section 
5 of the General Regulation. 


. A solvency deficiency determined in an August 2011, August 2012, December 2013 or December 2014 valuation 


report must be liquidated, with interest at the rates described in subsection 5 (2) of the General Regulation, by equal 
monthly instalments over a five year period starting no later than December 31, 2016, despite clause 5 (1) (e) and 
subsection 5 (1.0.1) of the General Regulation. The monthly instalments are deemed to be special payments under 
subsection 5 (1) of the General Regulation made for the purpose of liquidating a solvency deficiency. 


Despite clause 1.2 (1) (d) of the General Regulation, the solvency asset adjustment for a solvency deficiency determined 
in a report under section 3 or 14 of the General Regulation with a valuation date on or after August 31, 2012 but before 
December 31, 2015 must include, 


i. the present value of special payments with respect to any going concern unfunded liability that are scheduled for 
payment within the period that begins on the valuation date of the report and ends on December 31, 2021, and 


ii. the present value of special payments with respect to any solvency deficiency — other than a solvency deficiency 
determined in the report — that are scheduled for payment within the period that begins on the valuation date of 
the report and ends on December 31, 2021. 


No amendment to the pension plan that increases the going concern unfunded liability or the solvency deficiency may 
be filed before the later of December 31, 2016 and the date on which the solvency deficiencies referred to in paragraph 
4 have been liquidated.

Annual reports, new Wrap Plan

2. Subsection 5 (17) of the General Regulation does not apply to the valuation of the consolidated prior solvency 
deficiency. 


3. For the purposes of the definition of “solvency asset adjustment” in subsection | (2) of the General Regulation, 
the solvency asset adjustment also includes the present value of the special payments described in paragraph | of 
subsection 18 (2) and section 19 of this Regulation. 


Special payments for consolidated prior solvency deficiency, new Wrap Plan 


18. (1) For the purposes of this section, the consolidated prior solvency deficiency of the new Wrap Plan is the present 
value, as of the December 1, 2013 valuation date, of all special payments that are required with respect to any solvency 
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deficiency determined in a report under section 3, 13 or 14 of the General Regulation with a valuation date earlier than 
December |, 2013 and that are scheduled to be paid after December 1, 2013. 


(2) For the period beginning on December |, 2013 and ending on March 31, 2024, a payment shall be made each month 
to the new Wrap Plan in the greater of the amounts determined under the following paragraphs: 


1. The special payment for the month that, under subsection 5 (1) of the General Regulation, is required to liquidate the 
consolidated prior solvency deficiency of the pension plan, with interest at the rates described in subsection 5 (2) of 
the General Regulation, by equal monthly instalments over the period beginning on December |, 2013 and ending on 
March 31, 2024. 


2. The total of all pension benefits and ancillary benefits payable to retired members and other persons entitled to benefits 
under the pension plan for the month preceding the month in which the payment under this subsection is due. 


(3) The consolidated prior solvency deficiency of the new Wrap Plan is excluded, for the purposes of subsection 5 (1) of 
the General Regulation, from the solvency deficiency described in clause 5 (1) (e) of the General Regulation.
